God be thanked, do ftill continue in full force, in fpite 
of their Attempts to leffen their Credit and fpoil their 
Meaning ; have yet in all theit Debates and Parlia- 
mentary Proceedings, acted and behav’d, rather as Ad- 
vocates and Patrons of Diforder and Confufion, than 
as the Reprefentatives, or in the Phrafe of Mr.S.—e, 
which obtain’d juft after his Expulfion, the Astorneys of 
the People. 

i am very Confident, if the honeft, deluded, well- 
meaning moderate Whigs (that Race of Menis, I hope, 
not yet quite extinét) who are difpers’d up and down 
in the Countics, Ciies and Boroughs of Great Brit.in, 
and have Votes and Ele‘tions, were throughly acquainted 
with the Behaviour of their Friends within Doors: If 
they knew, how many of them brought up their pri- 
vate Piques and Refentments, together with the Rage 
and Frenzy of their Party, to Parliament, and acted 
upon no other Spirit duriug the whole Seffiom: If they 
could imagin, how fond fome of their Favourites were 
of Liberty, the only Liberty they are careful to main- 
tain, I mean the Liberty of Speech; nd how far they 
carried this Glorious Privilege. If they were to be 
told, how fome of them came up as to an Expedition 
againft the Go—n and the Min——y, and made the 
Senate-Houfe the Place of Batsle, and a Stage to fight 
Prizes on: If they had a true Account faithtully tranf- 
mitted to them, of all the idle Rumours, malicious Re- 
fieétions, groundlefs Accufaions, abfurd Cavils, unwar- 
rantable Railing, and notorious Untruths, which have 
mingled themfelves with the Councils and Affairs of 
a Great and Wife People; which have made the 
Grots and Subftance of that noble Stand and gallant 
Oppofition the Whigs gave out they were long ago pre- 
paring for ; and which can admit of no Plea or Ex- 
eufe, but Zyrannick Liberty and Unlimited Privilege ;

But moft of thefe Diforders and Irregularities, which 
bad Men are pleas'd with, which good Mea lamenty, 
and which every indifferent Subject among us cannot 
reflect.on, without a fenfible Emotion and juft Refent- 
ment, fhall,.with my free Confcut, be utterly eras'd 
and forgotten, and deliver'd over to perpetual Obli- 
VION ; or the Honour of Parliunents, and beciufe ‘no 
Stain nor Blemifh may seit upon a Houfe of Commons 
which, by perufing the Steps and Meafures of the 
Laff, have fet that part of the Legillature in the moft 
advantageous Light with our People, and have atton'd 
for almoft all tlie publick Mifchiets that ever defecrated 
St. Stephen’s Chapel, fince the Day it was firft fer apart 
and dedicated to the Service of the State. J the ra- 
ther decline meddling in this Faguiry, becaufe very 
few if any of the Violences of the Faélion have {pread 
far into the Country ; they have loft Ground evety 
Day, and have not prevail’d in any one Point, fo as 
to make good the Menaces, with which they kept up 
the Spirits of their Followers: And therefore 1 am 
willing to make a Secret of all that Folly and Madnefs, 
which has not had its Effects, end is a Calamity only 
in Speculation, without being fele or bewail’d by the 
Collective Body of our Fellow Subje%s. But cat 
which I intend more particularly to Touch upon at 
prefent, is a Faule on the other fide; of which the 
Whigs have often made confiderable Advantage, and f 
am fure the Tories will forgive me, if I iningle a little

is at Stake, and where a very little Care and Diligence 
wil] prevent al] furure Mifcarriages. 7 
What I would be underftood to Hint at, is the Bu- 
finefs of Parliamentary Attendance; which, in all the 
Books and Papers of Advice to Eleclors or Member:, 
that I ever yer faw, is, with good Reafon, recommend- 
ed as a very Ufeful and Necefliry Qualification. Ir 1s 
really very furprizing, that Gentlemen fhould be fo 
forward and aétive to obtam a Seat in Par/—., 
fhould be at fo much Pains (1 will not fay, Bxperce) 
on this account; and yet afterwards leave that Se.c 


empty, 
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“mpty, and in’ effect forfeit ic by a voluntary Expul- 
ion. The People, who are fo unhappy to have fuch 
eprefentatives, are almoft in as bad a Condition, as 
ait chey were really ms nie and had their Charter 
taken from them; being depriv'd of their Confent 












On, to many Laws, for want of Proxies in the Lower 4 ufc, 


and of the Privilege of being Govern’d by no Sra- 
tutes, but thofe to which they are Parties in the Paf- 
fing 4nd Enaéting them. A Publick-Spirited Senator 
would do well to confider, that all his Talents of a 
Political Nature, his Eloquence, Learning, Judgment, 
Diligence, his Head, Heart and Voice, are no longer 
fo much his own as his Country's; and therefore not 
to be employ'’d or difpos’d of in his own private Af- 
fairs, till the Publick Service is firft over. In vain 
have the Laws taken care to fufpend themfelves, and 
Jaid Obfiructions in the way of Juftice, very often to 
the Prejudice and age of particular Perfons, on 
purpofe that Members might freely and conftantly at- 
tend ; when fo many of them violate the Ends of this 
Privilege, and might jufily be depriv'd of it, when- 
ever they abfent themfelves from the Service of the 
Hoxfe, The Rowans thought it the greateft Hardfhip 
imayinable, as well as Injury to the Publick, when any 
of their Confeript Fathers were either driven trom the 
Senate, or any ways awd or incommoded in their 
Attendance: And with us the Jmperial Power or Pre- 
rogative is lefien’d, with refpe& to our Reprefentatives, 
thar they may follow the Bulinefs of Par t without 
interruption. But wherefore is all this, if Gentlemen 
will abfent themfelves, when their Country calls for 
chem, and throw the whole Burden and Charge of the 
Service upon others ? Such Secluded Members mult cx- 
pest to be rold (and the Juftice of the Reproach is 
not eafily to be avoided) that they value the empty 
Name and Honour, more than the Duty of their Sta- 
tion; and have more occafion for the Privilege of 
, than Satisfaétion in the frequent Oppor- 
tunity of Protetting others ; than which there cannot 
be a KefieG&iion that bears harder upon generous Minds, 
or upon Men devoted to the Publick Service, and 
profefling a fincere Love for their Country. 

The Whies deferve all the Praife an Enemy can:be- 
fiow, for their good Condust on thefe Occafions ; 
whereby they made the moft of their Little Body, and 
fought it out bravely to a Man. Hence it was that 
they often gain'd an Advantage, by keeping clofe to- 
gether, and falling in with any fcatrer'd Parry of the 
Difexfied, the Whinfizal, or other Flying Squadron ef 
Diflenters, who were pleas'd to throw a Weight into 
their Scale; and this fometimes gave their Friends 
without Doors a Day of Triumph and Thankfgiving. 
Whilit the Tories are but too frequently and too juftly 
complain’d of by their Acquaintance, for Thinning 
the Aowfe, and difperfing themfelves, when their Pre- 
fence really is, or 13 foon made to be moft neccffiry : 
Whereby a good Caufe is often expos'd, runs many 
and great Hazards, and the Ballance turns ar laft 
upon what they call a Sneaking Mepority ; of which the 
next 'Vbig Pampbiet is fure to take feafonable No- 
tice, by way of Refiethment to the Fathon, as if the 
Accomplifhment of their Hopes were {till nearer to the 
View than ever. 

Tis true indeed. the Houwfe has Power to order Calh, 
to Summons the Members from the adjacent Places, or 
out ot the Country by Lerter to the Sheriffs, and none 
are to quit the Service for any time, bur by Special 
Leeve. However it is well kriown, that the Methods 
of asking Leave,.or cxcufing Attendance, are fo very 
eafy, that the Duty is full left in a great Meafure to 





the Honour, Confcience, and Publick Spirit of the Ps. 
triot and Gentleman. 

Suppofe the common Pretence of Extraording 
Occa/tons were always Real in its full Extent ; yet ir 
ought to be confider’d, as well what thofe Exiraordj. 
nay t,o are, which bring a Senator up to Town 
as carry him back into the Country. The Magna G 
Ar dui Regni negocia are of more Concern than the mo 
urgent Occafions of a private Family ; and that which 
excufes One, may ferve as well for Five Hundred, 

I would ask any of our Reprefenratives, who is 
truly affected with the Good and Welfare of the Pub- 
lick, whether an Evening’s Air, 2 Civil Vifit, a Ples- 
Surable Fannt, a Race, a Cock-match, or a Court-Leet 
would make them any Amends or Satisfaction, for the 
Lofs of a Queftion, or the Gaining of a Point to the 
Enemies, which they might regret all the Days of their 
Lives, and their Pofterity after them ? 

_Thofe, who arc nearer, are flill more inexcufable, 
Can a Lobby of Pittures, a Court of Requefts full of 
Nuife and Hurry, a Tavern, a Pamphlet or Tuy-fhop, the 
Ring, the Park, or the Play, afford any thing folid 
enough to come in Competition with the Service ot 
the Senate, and the Bufinefs of a Nation ? It is not 
impoflible, but the Fate of Britain and of Europe may 
depend upon a fingle Syxire’s feeding Ducks in the 
Park, or crofling the Water to Vaux-Hall, If 1 mi- 
fiake not, | have read fomewhere, that whilft a Loyal 
Weft Country Bagefs was Sauntering in the Palace- 
Yard, a Quejtion was Loft in King Charles the Firft’s 
git which might have prevented the enfuing Re- 

clon, 

To thofe, who go away in Difguft, or out of Pique 
to fome Minijfer, 1 could fay many Things, as well 
in the way of Pity for Themfelves, as for the Edifica- 
tion of the People they Reprefent. But at prefent it 
may fuffice to tell them calmly, and with abundance of 
Phlegm, what may feem to Humour them ; That if this 
be the only Reafon of their going down, they ought 
to carry their Refentmggy fo far, as never to come 
Up again,
